Suffering and Starvation in Cuba. 


Work of the Board of In= 


quiry Nearly Done. 


Havana, (via Tampa) March 10. (De- 


layed in transmission)—Senator Proctor, 
after leaving for Key West after w}£t 
he calls "a most profitable two weeks 
in Cuba, said: 
"f have not had an 


easy time. 
I have seen all, from the 


highest general and the richest merchant 
to the neediest reconcentrado and the 
humblest pacifico—bankers, officers, offi- 
cials and others. 
I have vlsi-ted the 


military prison, hospitals, relief depots, 
asylums, guard houses, trochas, farms, 
offices and homes. 
I have been in four 


provinces, Havana, Pinar del Rio, Ma- 
tanzas and Santa Clara, and in the 
principal cities of each. 
I am of an 


observant turn of mind, and I kept my 
eyes open. 


"I have found out what I could not 


possibly have learned without a personal 
visit, while I have not to my knowledge 
antagonized a siftle person on the isl- 
and. 
My trips with Miss Barton have 


been of great service, because when the 
minds of the people are mellowed by 
gratitude their hearts speak out the 
truth. 
As a business man I wish to 


say--that Miss Barton's methods of re- 
ceiving, caring for and distributing the 
supplies are all most admirably. I am 
surprised at her ability and delighted 
at the results obtained. The American 
people may be fully confident that all 
money or supplies sent will be conscien- 
tiously applied. 
Could they see, as I 


have seen, the suffering, starvation and 
death, they would, as Whittier says, 
'pour forth wine and oil.'

TURNING EVERY STONE. 


Nothing Undone to Put the Navy on k 


Formidable Basis. 


Washington, March 11.—While they 


are giving much thought to the need of 
new ships, there is evidence that the 
officials of the navy department are not 
neglecting the old vessels. Arrange- 
ments have been made to make short re- 
pairs on several ships that in the ord- 
inary course would receive a thorough 
and time-consuming overhauling. Thus, 
in the case of the Philadelphia, orders 
have gone to Mare island to put her in 
shape for sea within 40 days. At Nor- 
folk the Newark is set down for 30 days' 
repairs, and as a good deal of work has 
already <been done on her, she will be al- 
most a new ship when she comes out of 
the yard. The big monitor Puritan has 
practically completed her repairs. The 
Comanche at Mare island has been ex- 
amined and found in tolerable condi- 
tion. At League island the Minatono- 
mah and the Katahdin went Into com- 
mission yesterday, although they have 
not yet had their orders. 


A conference was held yesterday in 


the office of Assistant Secretary Rose- 
velt to map out plans for arming and 
equipping merchant vessels as auxiliary 
cruisers. Mr. Roosevelt presided and 
others present were Captain Crowin- 
shield of the bureau of navigation, Cap- 
tain O'Neil of the bureau of ordnance, 
Chief Hichborn of the bureau of con- 
struction, and Commander Bradford of 
the bureau of yards and docks. This 
meeting had been preceded by a call from 
President Griscom of the International 
Navigation company, which owns the 
St. Louis, St. Paul, Parln and New Tork. 
The board meeting brought out a general 
discussion of the work the various 
bureaus would be called upon to perform 
in making these and other vessels ready 
as auxiliary cruisers. About 95 percent 
of this work would fall to the lot of the 
bureau of construction, which would 
have charge of installing magazines, 
gun mounts, light protecting armor for 
the guns and machinery on which the 
guns swingr^ This work, it is said, could 
be accomplished readily within 
two 


weeks' time, as all material except the 
guns is In hand. The bureau of ordnance 
could not supply all the guns required 
within that short time, although some 
70 or more are now available. The sup- 


ply would be adequate, however, for 
the most effective auxiliary cruisers, and 
the complete armament of the merchant 
ships could proceed as rapidly as pos- 
sible thereafter. 


On the question of manning the auxil- 


iary fleet, the navy department feels 
that the most effective step would be to 
enlist in the United States naval service 
the present merchant crews of the sev- 
eral ships. These crews are thoroughly 
far- .ar with the vessels and could 
handle them with far greater effect than 
green crews of blue jackets. The ships 
would be officered from the line of the 
regular navy. In the case of enlisting a 
merchant crew the pay and allowances 
Would be about equivalent to the rates 
paid ordinary sailors, and the time of 
enlistment doubtless would be limited 
to short periods. 


The navy department finds itself in 


comparatively good condition as to the 
pupply of automobile torpedoes, which 
constitute one of the moTSt deadly engines 
of naval destruction. The Whitehead 
torpedo is now in general use, although 
a few of the Howell class are still on 
hand. Fifty Whitehead torpedoes were 
secured a short time ago, and with these 
there is a total of about 350 on hand. 
This gives not only a full outfit for ves- 
sels now in commission, but also the 
necessary reserve supply. 


Practically Done. 


Key West, March 11.— The Fern ar- 


rived Thursday with the Maine's, silver- 
ware and 60 riflas recovered from the 
wre~k. Mr. Bissell, stenographer of the 
court of inquiry, was ,aJso on board. 
Both the official stenographers have now 
left the court and it has only a tempor- 
ary clerk. This leads many here to 
think that its Work is practically done, 
and that it will return to Key West this 
Week. The Fern coaled and the pro- 
visions for the starving Cubans were 
then put on board. 


Since the days when northern soldiers 


tuilt a road and fort here and then 
waited patiently for the engagement 
which never oatae, the people- of Key 
West have had no opportunity to realize 
how essential their island is to the com-. 
meacement or continued existence of 
war The martial conditions which now 
prevail would excite many a larger city 
into a state of ferment. 


"Every American in Cuba now is 


•watched as if he were a criminal," said 
Colonel Parker, wio accompanied Sena- 
tor Proctor to Cuba. "The Spaniards 
hate us, and do not hesitate to say so. 
Every one in Havana now knows that 
the Maine was blown up. Spaniards no 
longer deny it They do not seem to be 
very sad overtt, either. Today Havana 
is calm, but it is the calm of a suppressed 
feeling that always precedes a storm. 
Are we going to have war? Well, if We 
don't, I shall be surprised." 


Blown tTp by a Mine. 


Williamsport, Pa., March 11.— The 


parents of Johnson L. Hayes, who re- 
side in Mountoursville, have received a 
letter from him dated on board the 
Montgomery at Key West, March 3. 
Young Hayes is one of the crew. In his 
letter he says: "We have become a 
regular prison ship now. We have two 
divers who were down in the Maine and 
are waiting to give their testimony at 
the court of inquiry. They will not be 
allowed to communicate with the shore 
till the court is over. One- reporter, who 
knew too much, has also been brought 
aboard. The Maine was blown up by a 
mine; that It what both divers say." 


Special Prayer For Spnday. 
' 


Boston, March 11.— In view of the 


strained relations between the United 
States and Spain, and the possibility of 
a rupture between them, the American 
Peace society, through Its general sec- 
retary, Dr. Trueblood, has suggested 
"that prayers be offered in all the 
churches throughout the nation on next 
Sabbath that the God of peace may de- 
liver the nation from the dire calamity 
of war, with all its present and future 
disastrous consequences to the people." 


Why Inline Was Expelled. 


Havana, March 11.— Henry Laine, the 


newspaper correspondent, was not com- 
pelled to leave the country because of 
newspape»«vork, but because of written 
charges, accompanied by alleged full 
proof furnished to the autonomic gov- 
ernment by Mr. Bruzon, governor of Ha^ 
vana provincfc, that he and others were 
involved in the conspiracy responsible 
for locating 25 dynamite bombs at vari- 
ous points in Havana. Mr. Bruzon de- 
manded tlm expulsion of all newspaper 
correspondents on the ground that sen- 
sational stories sent to the United States 
were liable to create riots hi Havana. 


The Marquis of Montoro and Mr. Govln 


opposed a wholesale deportation, say- 
ing that the matter was very serious, 
and that it was the duty of the au- 
tonomic government not only to pre- 
serve peace in Havana, but to promote 
good feeling with the United States. 
Furthermore, they contended that not 
all the correspondents should be under 
the ban, but that selections should be 
made of the guilty. They concluded 
their reply to Bruzon by saying that It 
would be unwise to expel any corre- 
spondents while the court of inquiry was 
In session, lest it should seem that the 
Spaniards beaded the publication of 
the truth about tbe Maine explosion. 


INFAMOUS SUGGESTION. 


Archbishop Ireland Speaks on New 


York Priest's Statements. 


Tribute to McKinley. 


Chicago, March 11.—"No true Ameri- 


can Catiiolio will think of espousing the 
cause of Spain against that of this coun- 
try because the former is a Catholic 
nation," said Archbishop Ireland in an 
interview here today. "To do that ia to 
set one's self down as traitorously in- 
clined to the teachings of this religion, as 
well as to the country which he is bound 
by duty to defend against all enemies 
both International and internal." 


The words of the archbishop were in 


reply to a question as to what hVthonght 
of the advice alleged to have been given 
by a Catholic priest in New York state to 
his parishioners. Archbishop Ireland was 
enroute to his home in St. Paul from 
Washington. 


"It is an infamous suggestion," he con- 


tinued, "and it would seem as if it could 
only emiriate from, a bitter enemy of the 
faith, for it is directly opposed in every 
way to the spirit and teachings of Catho- 
licism." 


His attention was also called to a sugges- 


tion which has been a subject of some dis- 
cussion to the effect that the Dope's sympa- 
thies in the present controversy are strong- 
ly enlisted on the side of Spain because 
of its religious affiliations. "In s6far as im- 
plying that the pope will use his offices to 
aid Spain as asainst this country, the sug- 
gestion is as infamous as the other," said 
the archbishop. "Whatever action he 
may take in this matter will be with the 
single idea of averting, if/possible, war 
between two Christian nations." 


.Referring to iha situation'in this coun- 


try the archbishop said "President Mcr 
Kinley ia proving himself pre-eminently 
the man of the hour and occasion. His 
course throughout the present painful and 
trying crisis has been marked by a lofti- 
ness of purpose, serenity atid dignity o ..' 
conduct, which has commanded respec' 
and admiration of his most pronounced 
political enemies. 


Dry Dock For Boston. 


Washington, March 11.— iTYve rh"embers 


of the Massachusetts delegation appeared 
before the naval committee, whfch is con- 
sidering an appropriation of $30,000,- 
000 for the needs of the navy, to 
present the claims of Boston for a dry 
dock. They Wanted an appropriation 
of about 
$1,800,000 for a dry dock, 


equipped to accommodate the largest 
vessels, to be erected in Boston, though 
they contended they would favor one 
also in Portsmouth or Kittery point af- 
ter one had been built at Boston. They 
pointed out that in case of war, the New 
England coastjvould be attacked, that 
the wealth and other attractions of that 
section would invite foreign invasion, 
and that there was no dry dock on the 
coast that would accommodate a large 
battleship. They predicted that in case 
of war, a battle would be fought off Cape 
Cod, and there would be no place to dock 
an injured vessel. They cited the 27-foot 
depth of the harbor and proposed en- 
largement of the -widrti of the channel 
at Boston, and concluded that the need 
of a dock was imperative. The com- 
mittee deferred action and will probably 
give other hearing's.

^AMEEICAN FICTION. 


H. O. UMBSTAETTER HAS FAITH IN 


THE SHORT STORY. 


A Critic Who Believes In the Future of 


the American Novel—Our tons Story 
Writers, He Says, Are Doing Their Work 
In More Business Fashion, 


[Special Correspondence.! 


BOSTON, March 8.—H. O. Umbstaet- 


tar, whose faith in the power of the 
short story to please the reading public 
has crystallized* in The Black Oat, 
which is filled every month with 
"novels told in 2,000 or 3,000 words," 
might easily be taken for a dressed up 
blacksmith at first sight, so massive ia 
his physique and so vigorous is his ap- 
pearance. 


,Mr. Umbstaetter is of middle age, 


tail, broad shouldered and sandy—a 
man who would attract general atten- 
tion in any crowd. His movements in- 
dicate restlessness and nervousness, and 
his voice is deep and full. His manner 
and tone are those of a man who is dead 
in earnest all the time. His talk is in- 
teresting and abounding with epigram 
and illustration, though he rarely takes 
time to tell an anecdote. His sentences 
are clever and direct, with never an 
unnecessary" syllable, and his speech ia 
so rapid that it seems almost a wonder 
sometimes that the words do not dis- 
place one another in the rush. 


Mr. Umbstaetter devotes an enormous 


amcmnfc of work to his periodical, care- 
fully overseeing its contents in all cases. 
A much larger percentage of the stories 
appearing in The Black Cat than you 
might imagine are revised or rewritten 
after acceptance, and some'of this work 
Mr. Umbstaetter does himself, though 
he oftener prefers to direct its perform- 
ance by others. He cannot personally 
read all the contributions that are offer- 
ed, however. They are far too numerous 
to be gone through with by any one per- 
son. 
It has been said, indeed, that more 


short stories are now offered to Mr. 
Urjhstaetter than to any two other edi- 
tors in the United States, and, while 
that may be exaggeration, the number 
received is certainly phenomenal, since 
they come in almost by the basketful 
with every mail. 


While Mr. Umbstaetter rarely or 


never writes now, he has in the past 
produced a number of successful short 
stories, the most striking perhaps being 
"The Redhot Dollar," and there is ev- 
ery possibility that he will some time 
resume the fiction writer's pen. His life 
experiences to date have been of exactly 
the sort to fit him for writing thrilling 
tales, since he has traveled extensively 
and seen most earthly things worth see- 
ing, being almost as familiar with In- 
dia, China, Egypt and other remote and 
interesting countries as he is with the 
United States. Though he is of German 
descent, as his name indicates, he comes 
from Ohio. His occupations have been, 
diverse, journalism of the rattling, rush- 
ing sort being included, of course. 


He is, of course, a man of almost 


boundless ambitions, bnt these do not 
lead him into undue display, and he is 
a tireless worker. His ofSce is unpre'ten- 
tious to a degree. His wife, whose in- 
itials, N. U., wronght into a monogram 
as signature to the quaint initials and 
"tailpiece" drawings with which the 
story reading public has become famil 
iar, is a strikingly handsome* woman 
and is as much wrapped up in the publi- 
cation as her husband himself. 


Mr. Umbstaetter believes that the 


American short story, thongh admira- 
ble as it now is, will surely improve in 
the future, and he takes a generally op- 
timistic view of all American fiction, 
both long and short. In this view he is 
supported by many other close students 
of literary evolution in the \United 
States. 
: 


"Altbocgh a largo proportion of the 


novels that have recently sold best in 
the United States have been produced 
by foreign writers," said the critical 
fiction reader of one of the best known 
publishing houses the other day, "I 
think I seft many signs that American 
writers are gradually getting a firmer 
grip on the art of writing the long story, 
and I believe sincerely that the next ten 
years will witness a great advance in 
the quality of the American novel. 


"Our short story writers are now the 


best in the world, and I have the utmost 
confidence that the time will come when 
our novelists also will lead in quality. 
And when this takes place there will be 
a corresponding advance in the sales of 
American novels. Publishers in this 
country would much rather put out 
American fiction than any other if only 
they could got the right quality, and 
American readers are constantly calling 
for good American stories. 


"The phenomenal reception accorded 


euch American stories as Mitchell's 
'Hugh Wynne,' Davis' 'Soldier* of For- 


ana aOme others not so recent 


proves the correctness of the latter part 
of what I have said, while I base tho 
first part of my remarks upon the con- 
stantly improving literary workmanship 
of the fiction manuscript sent iu for ex- 
amination. The improvement in tbis 
direction has been much greater than 
one would think possible, and this has 
tqruo about unquestionably because it is 
beginning to be clearly seen that fiction 
writing to be successful must be treated 
like any other business or profession— 
that is, it must be preceded by adequate 
study and preparation and the work 
must be done with care. It has been 
demonstrated that there are a few per- 
sons in this country who possess both 
the ability to tell a good story and the 
willingness to bestow the necessary ap- 
plication upon the work, and when it 
becomes fully apparent that there ia 
profit in this sorfe of work, as I firmly 
believe there is, then I am sure there 
will be good novelists a-plenty to fill 
the demand. And in time I believe that 
the American novelist will not only 
dominate the American literary mar- 
ket, but that he will more than hold 
his own elsewhere."

NECESSITIES ABE CHEAPER. 


The predictions made by opponents of 


the DlngleybUl thatitwonld result in 
large advances In prices of articles of 
comtnon consumption have proven inac- 
curate a»hav» those in which it was insisted 
that ttcoald not produce sufficient-reve- 
nues to meet the expenses of the Govern- 
ment. The revenue receipts are now ex- 
ceeding th* expenditures and the prices 
of articles of common consumption are in 
many cases lower than they were a year 
ago. Dun's Eeview, in a recent issue, 
shows that cotton goods of nearly all 
grades were much- lower on March 1,1898, 
than they were on January 1,1897; that 
nearly all articles of iron and steel have 
also fallen instead of advanced and even 
to'the matter of boots and shoes, where it 
was Insisted that the duty placed on hides 
most result in an advance in the cost of 
those articles to the wearer, prices are ac- 
tually lower than they were at the begin- 
ning of last year. 


AN ATTBACTIVE REWARD. 


In consonance with public sentiment 


and to farther the ends of justice, the 
postmaster-general has offered a reward 
of fl,500 In each case for every person 
who is arrested for complicity in the 
mnrder of the negro postmaster, Baker, 
at Lake City, South Carolina. If fifty 
persons should be arrested and convicted 
for complicity in that dreadful tragedy, 
the government would pay $75,000 reward 
to the detectives. This reward is large 
enough to induce some of the best de- 
tectives in the northern cities to go to 
Sooth Carolina and stir no the savages 
there as they were never before stirred 
The attorney-general announces that if

•rrest. all the subsequent judicial pro- 
ceedings will have to be continued in the 
federal court, and there justice can be

Government Hopes to Avoid a 


Conflict With Spain. 


VIEWS OP A CABINET OFFICEE. 


Diplomatists Doing Their Best to Patch 


Up the Difficulty, but the Overt Act of 
an Individual May Precipitate Hostili- 
ties. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—[Special.]— 


From a member of the cabinet I got; a very 
clear statement of the attitude of our gov- 
ernment toward Spain. "In tbe first 
place," said this mem her of President Mc- 
Kinley's official household, "neither Spain 
nor tbe United States wants wai. Wo 
know here in Washington that it is our 
desire to avert war, and wo have strong 
assurances from the other sido that they 
do not want war. It looked to thu country 
when Spain suggested to us that we should 
recall General Lee and that tho use of our 
naval vessels in forwarding supplies to 
starving Cubans could not be tolerated as 
if Spain really wanted to provoke us into 
hostilities. But no such view is warranted 
by the facts. The purpose of Spain, as we 
now understand it, was only to make a 
sort of feint at us to ascertain how much, 
we would stand, how much nerve we had, 
bow much willingness to flght there was 
on our part. They made their play, and 
they found out. 
They found tho Ameri- 


can people united and enthusiastic In sup- 
port of their government. They found that 
we had ships in plenty and lota of money 
with which to buy more. They found that 
we could put big fleets and great armies in- 
to the field. 


"Now, it must be remembered that it 


5s the business of diplomatists to gain all 
the advantage they can for their govern- 
ments without making war," continued 
this member of the cabinet. "In this they 
are exceedingly artful. 
They play the 


whole thing as if it were a game of chess. 
They feint and bluff and do everything 
they can to get ahead of their opponents. 
But they never come to blows till all other 
means of settling tho trouble aro exhaust- 
ed. Every month tbe world has friction 
between nations. Tho game of diplomacy 
is going on all the time. Every few weeks 
you read in the newspapers that war is im- 
minent between such and such countries; 
the world's peace is to be broken at lasts 
But somehow the war never comes. The 
agile diplomats fix it up In tha end, some- 
times one way and sometimes another. 
They are olever, but they do manage to 
keep che world in & stew. 


War May Corns. 


"Now, remember, I do riot say war is 


impossible between Spain and tho United 
States. That there la friction every one 
can see. That there are hazardous and 
delicate questions to be settled between 
them every one understands. Where there 
is friction, especially in a case wbero the 
people on one side have grown to hate 
those on the other, as is the fact between 
Spain and tho United States, the danger is 
increased. The real hazard of war between 
the United States and Spain, in my judg- 
ment, is not to be found in the intention 
or possible action of either of the govern- 
ments. I bolieve either government will 
make concessions and readjustments be- 
fore it will go to war. In this garno of 
diplomacy the United States has a tremen- 
dous advantage. This is true simply be- 
cause we are the stronger nation. Wo oould 
whip Spain in 60 days, and Spain knows 
it. Tbe Spanish have all the troubles they 
can bear. Their cup of misery is about 
full. They lack money and prosperity and 
almost everything save pride. Therefore I 
say as long as the diplomats are permitted 
to play the game by themselves they will 
keep the pence, and the United States will 
continue to get tho best of it. 


"If war comes," continued tbe cabinet 


officer, "it will probably come ns the re- 
sult of some overt act on the part of indi- 
vidual citizens of Spain or qf this country. 
Some officer will flro o shot or take ad- 
vantage of on opening to make trouble, 
knowing very well that if ho is anywhere 
near'right his country will stand by him, 
or another disaster like that of tbe Maine 
or something similar to it might occur. If 
not this, a mob in Madrid might attack 
our legation and injure the person of Gen- 
eral Woodford. Mob violence might; break 
out in Havana. To some of these cnusej, 
to something thnt will start the fires of 
passion f.ml hatred into a fierce flame, the 
members of our government look for war 
rather than to any direct act of tho Span- 
ish nation ot of our own. 


The Verdict on the Maine Disaster. 
"At the same timo it is true somo im- 


portant questions remain to bo settled bo- 
twoon tho two countries. In a day or two

now we hope to have the report of the 
court of inquiry thai hat been investigat- 
ing the Maine disaster. Wo have absolute- 
ly no knowledge at to the cause of that 
disaster or as to what the verdict of tho 
court is going to bo. Bnt we assume, for 
sake of argument, that it la going to bold 
Spain responsible. She may be responsi- 
ble in one of several ways—first, by tha 
orliuoof one of her officers or subjects; sec- 
ond, this may not be susceptible of proof, 
and yet it bo demonstrated that tbe ship 
was blown up by causes which Spain could 
havo prevented by due diligence. I know 
the president has carefully considered all 
these alternatives, and has made up his 
mind as to what he will do in any emer- 
gency. 


"The principle that will control the 


president's action is tbat if Spain is re- 
sponsible she must meet her responsibility 
promptly, according to the circumstances. 
Tho president will demand an Indemnity 
of from $6,000,000 to $80,000,000, the 
amount to be determined by the degree of 
responsibility. If there is doubt as to any 
negligence on the part of Spain, or if the 
verdict is of the guilty but not proved or- 
der, the amount asked may be only SG,- 
IK'0,000, which would include, say, $3,- 
500,000 for the ship and $1,500,000 for the 
loss of life. 
But if Spain's negligence is 


iistflbllshed, then the amount will probably 
be $10,000,000 or more, and in case of a 
crime clearly proved, especially if that 
crime shall turn out to have been commit- 
ted by persons in the naval or military 
service of Spain, then the amount may 
run as high as $30,000,000 or $35,000,000. 


"What will Spain do when our demand 


is presented to herP That is the question 
which remains to be settled. For our part, 
we shall neither be vengeful nor timid. 
We shall cleave to the line according to 
the facts and to our ideas of justice. 
Whatever wo decide upon Spain will have 
to accede to, «n\j accede promptly, or thoro 
will be an ulti.vo.atum. This is one of the 
advantages of having tho uppor hnnd, tha 
greatest power, the most guns and tho 
biggest treasury. My private opinion is 
that Spain will yield when she finds she 
has to.''

BOOMING WASHINGTON. 


A State That Offers Compensations to Dis- 


appointed Klondikers. 


[Special CorresponGence.] 


SPOKANE, Wash., March 2.'—Many 


•who come back from Alaska with or 
without gold, and many likewise who 
come here from the east intending to go 
to the Klondike, but who have become 
disheartened or perhaps -wisely discreet, 
will find something to their liking right 
in this state. They can even mine here 
if they •wrah with a good chance of suc- 
cess. Last year the gold output in Wash- 
ington was $3,000,000 as compared 
with §20,000,000 in California. 
This 


year the output will be increased by 
many millions. In the matter of cli- 
mate, accessibility and abundance of 
material resources for living of course 
there is no comparison between -Wash- 
ington and Alaska. 


But those who do not wish to dig for 


gold will find other opportunities to use 
their brain and muscle profitably. Tbe 
forests of the state produced $10,000,- 
000 of lumber last year, and it was 
shipped all over the world. Shipbuild- 
ers from this country and Europe use its 
fir timber for masts, spars and decks, 
whilo_-there is a growing demand for 
cedar for house shingling all over the 
country. The standing timber of the 
state is estimated at 4,000,000,000 feet. 
The coalfields of Washington in some 
places cover 1,600 square miles, and the 
supply in sight will last 100 years. 


There ought to be a good chance like- 


wise here for the plain every day farmer. 
Last year the fruit grower's realized 
about §6,000,000 from their orchards, 
and apples, 
peaches, pears, prunes, 


cherries and berries were shipped to tho 
plains in the interior and even to the 
Atlantic coast. In some localities straw- 
berries grow tons to the acre and black- 
berry bushes climb to the house tops. 
The prune trade is increasing with re- 
markable rapidity. 


It is claimed also that there is a fine 


field for experienced men in the fishing 
industry all along the coast from Pnget 
sound to the Aleutian islands, a stretch 
of some 2,000 miles. 


The state should be well adapted to 


dairying. There are three climatic divi- 
sions owing to the mountain ranges, bnt 
in no case are the extremes severe. 
In 


most localities there is no need of hous- 
ing stock in any season. 


The past year has been a very 'good 


one for the farmer owing to the high 
price of wheat, and the yield amounted 
to about 20,000,000 bushels. 
In fact, 


the soil and climate seem to combine in 
fostering a range of agricultural prod- 
ucts as wide as those of both semitropic 
and semiaictic lands. 


Twenty years ago there were no 


mines whatever in the state. Now there 
are a score of well defined districts. 
There are mountains of building etona 
and a good deal of marble and onyx. 


The country is growing so fast that it 


is almost impossible to keep run of its 
development. But no state has brighter 
prospects than Washington. 
She has 


suffered a good deal from "busted 
booms,'' but in looks very much as if 
this Klondike craze is to do a good deal 
for her.

"Splendid Silence." 


In common with many others in this 


city, I hastened to the capitol on the 
day after the tidings reached us, expect- 
ing to hear at least an allusion either in 
the senate or house to this terrible dis- 
aster, but the result only illustrates 
what Senator Lodge so well character- 
ized as oar "splendid silence and re- 
serve." The business of both houses 
went calmly on, without even a ripple 
on the surf ace to indicate that anything 
out of the ordinary had occurred and 
that one of our noblest warships at that 
moment lay at the bottom of Havana 
harbor, entombing mere than 200 of our 
brave seamen. 
Onr enemies cannot 


charge against us, whatever may be the 
action and attitude of the "jingoes," 
that we have acted without due delib- 
eration. 


Whatever may be the consequences 


and in whatever manner this entangled 
web shall be unraveled I shall assume 
that the people of the country are equal- 
ly interested with myself in the person- 
ality of the two men in the senate who 
have been foremost of late, one on the 
side of Cuba and the other standing for 
Spain—Senators Mason>end Hale. The 
splendid speech of the former nearly a 
year ago in Whalf of the insurgents is 
still quoted by the friends of "Cuba 
libre." The courageous stand of the Iqt- 
ter as against rash action is instanced 
as a manly and firm attitude in defense 
of an unpopular cause. 


There sre no two personalities in the 


senate more unlike than these. Neither 
in circumstance nor in personal ap- 
pearance does the junior senator from 
Illinois resemble in any particular his 
more experienced colleague from Maine. 
The first is short of- stature and rotund, 
with a figure that suggests the lines in 
the plantation song describing "old 
raassa" as "four foot one way, sir foot 
tudder," and he rolls adown the corri- 
dors of the senate chamber with an ele- 
phantine tread-iimfrfihijkes the galleries. 


His is a powerful and splendid phy- 


sique, suggestive of superabundant vital- 
ity, a great, generous heart, a big and 
active brain. Nature oast him on a-gen- 
erous plan, and if his ample proportions 
had been elongated instead of broaden- 
ed he would stand at-least head and 
shoulders above his legislative oom- 
ibeers. His eloq%etace, his oratorical ef- 
forts, both on the stump and in the cap- 
itol, have become matters of record,, and 
it would be a work of supererogation 
for me to raqre than allude to them, 
here. Some have compared him to 
Henry Ward Beeoher, by no means to 
the disparagement of thfe senator; oth- 
ers see in Him a reduplication of Stephen 
A. Douglas and affectionately term him 
the "Little Giant" of the present'dec- 
ade. 


A Visit to Senator Mmion. 


Senator Mason lives in a rented bouse 


on Ghafin street, a little off Fourteenth 
street, and Hot far from the beautiful 
estate of Mr. Barber of asphalt fame 
and fortune. His house, like himself, is 
open and-boffpitable, and he receives a 
visitor with that frankness and cordial- 
ity which have made him one of the 
moat popular men of this congress. I 
availed myself o! bis invitation to call 
night before last and found him in the 
bosom of his charming family, dispatch- 
ing • dinner of which I was heartily in- 
vited to partake. A senator's time is 
hardly ever hia own, and he had but 
half an hour in which to dine, to con- 
clude our interview and to prepare for : 
Q public reception. 


"Sitdown," he said, "and I'll tell 


you all 1 know—that is, all I'm permit- 
ted to tell, you know. In the first place, 
whatever is interesting transpires in 
executive session, and that we are for- 
bidden by the rules to divulge. But this 
much I may say, since it has already 
leaked out perhaps, and that is, in my 
opinion, that what has occurred lately 
is likely to strengthen the cause of 
Cuba. The Maine incident is not going 
to change the fact that the struggles of 
the Cubans will continue to command 
the efforts and sympathy of the friends 
of humanity all over the world. It 
merely accentuates the fact that Cuba 
shall be free. It is for this that I am 
continually contending. The events of 
the past weeks are only cumulative to- 
ward the hpilding of ft monument of 
Spanish atrocities which will eventual* 
ly fall and crush Its builders, or else 
they will be hoist by their own petard 
and so high that they will never coma 
down; there will be fewer remains than 
ths divers have gathered from the deck 
of our sunken battleship. Remember 
that!" 


"Then, senator, without seeking to 


discount official action, you regard tire 
'accident1 to the Maine as not inconsis- 
tent with the history of Spain and her 
doinga already in America?" 


"Exactly. History shows what Spain 


has been in the past. She has never 
changed. She is the same yesterdav. to- 


day and forever. Her government ia still 
the government of the inquisition, ca- 
pable of tortures unspeakable, the same 
government that sent to death millions 
of Americans in the time of Columbus, 
of Oortas, of Pizarro; that depopulated 
the fair islands of Cuba, the Bahamas, 
Haiti, Santo Domingo and left not a 
hundred of the millions of Indians who 
were found there when the new world 
was diioovered. 


"There is another thing—the Span- 


iards have not won a victory over any 
civilized people for 100 years. With 
Wellington and his British troops they 
finally drove Napoleon out of their 
country, but the only battles they have 
won unaided were with comparatively 
defense'* iti Indian*, armed only with 
baws p,3»d arrows, sticks and stones. 
Tk»tr last naval victory was so long ago 
tbtf even they theiuwives have forgot- 
ten it. Their 'victorious arn ada' was 
dieptried m 1688, acd their power as a 
naval nation was oompletrly destroyed 
at Trorslgar in 1805, when l\(<lt>on de- 
feated the combined fleets of France and 
SpaKi. We should not forget this—that 
Sv«1n is a relic of past times, and that a 
people content to be ruled by a child in 
petticoats and boasting of feats of arms 
800 or 400 years old are not likely to 
bo formidable opponents when pitted 
against a vast and virile nation like the 
United States." 


.. Prepared For War. 


"But, senator, are we prepared for 


War? Would it not be more disastrous 
to us than to Spain or helpful to Cuba?" 


"We are prepared or more nearly pre- 


pared than most people imagine. Only 
a few days ago we supplied the most 
conspicuous omission in our defenses 
when we voted $500,000 to enlist and 
equip two regiments of artillerists to 
work the big guns already placed along 
our coasts from Maine to Florida, from 
Seattle to San Diego. Yes, we are well 
prepared or soon, will be. The people 
are rising all over this broad land, and 
in the people is our strength. With 70, - 
000,000 fraemen behind us we shall 
conquer, for na nation or combination 
of nations can prevail against thatpum- 
ber, having justice and right as our 
allies. 


"The Spanish government has failed 


in the three important particulars it as- 
sured our president should be carried 
out—it has not given autonomy to 
Cuba, it has not relieved the starving 
reconcentrados, it has not extended the 
zone of cultivation. That government, 
in the eyes of every honest man, is ut- 
terly discredited-; it is doomed to be 
damned, to be totally overthrown." 


Although Spain's side has been pretty 


fairly presented already—at least infer- 
entially—still something might be add- 
ed, so I sought-out its sturdy champion, 
Senator Bale of Maine, chairman of 
naval affairs. 


He received me cordially, gave mo 


half an hour.of his valuable time and 
discoursed freely of the situation as it 
now appears. "Senator," I said, "the 
impression seems to have gone abroad 
that yon are more friendly to Spain 
than you are-to-Coba or to the United 
States, f wish to ascertain if this is cor- 
wot." 


"No, lam a friend of peace," he an-

They would 
like to pwoi|>itate.a war which, while 
perJh&pSjbaae'fioial'to them in the end, 
would be tBrrJfee for our 
country. 


They consufefrbflt one side—theirs. I 
think of.the 6ther side—ours. Yes, sir, 
war wottl'd be a terrible thing, and no 
act of ioitje shall ever aid in bringing it 
about. Others may say of me what they 
will, hut I have uo'tnore stood by Spain 
than by the United States. If anything, 
I hawe stood in the breach, seeking to 
defend my countrymen against them- 
selves!" 


"Bn-t do you consider, senator, that 


Spain could whip us if war were to be 
declared?" 
. 


No, indeed. We should ultimately 


triumph, but perhaps at fearful cost. 
Our coast cities, some of them, might 
suffer, but,we should win."

WHISPERING GALLERIES. 


That at Ann Arbor Is Probably the Molt 


Wonderful In Existence. 
[Special Correspondence ] 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., March 7.—The 


whispering gallery at the University of 
Michigan, though less'well known than 
that in the capitol at Washington, is 
nevertheless one of the largest and moat 
perfect in the world. In length at least 
it probably exceeds all others. The gal- 
lery of Gloucester cathedral transmits 
sound a distance of 75 feet, the famous

gallery of St. Paul's, London, carries 
the voice across a diameter of about 100 
feet, but the gallery at the University 
of Michigan conveys the faintest mur- 
mur through a corridor 164 feet in, 
length. 


The gallery runs in the form of half* 


an oval about the north end of the uni* 
versifcy art gallery, which is situated on, 
the second floor of tbe library building. 
It has the appearance of a long closet, 
and, indeed, was originally intended for 
purposes of storage. Its capabilities as 
a whispering gallery were accidentally 
discovered by a student, now a member 
of the faculty, who was examining the 
building while it was in process of con- 
struction. 


The distinctness with which sounds 


are transmitted is remarkable. The 
faintest whisper, the rustling of a wo- 
man's dress, tbe fall of a pin upon the 
floor, tbe ticking of a watch, even the 
sound of a featbcr drawn lightly along 
the wall, is heard at the other end of 
the long corridor without the slightest 
effort of tbe attention. Louder sounds, 
such as conversation, the creaking of 
shoe soles, jiugliug of keys and the like, 
seem to come from a point just round 
the bend of tbe curving passage, and so 
complete is the deception tbat few vis- 
itors upou hearing the sonnd for the 
first time vcill believe without travers- 
ing the length of the corridnr that ib 
comes from tho farther end. In the 
course of the year this whispering gal- 
lery is visited by hundreds of persons 
from all parts of Michigan and is to 
them a never failing source of wonder 
and amusement.

Paris. Feb. 24.—Americans are entire- 


ly accustomed to dress reform move- 
ments, such having been repeatedly in- 
augurated in all the fair sized cities of 
the United States in years past and run* 
their little course, dying a natural 
death from inanition. Moreover, at the 
World's fair there were expositions of 
all sorts of new and reproved—pardon, 
improved—fashions for women, one re- 
formed style often conflicting with an- 
other, but all being unanimous in going 
dead against whatever the majority of 
women have a fancy for. It Is now 
hardly possible to create a ripple of 
public interest with regard to "reform- 
ed" apparel, for people are bored with 
the whole thing, and, recognizing the 
fact that the American woman will 
wear a short dress !f and when she 
chooses, no longer take the trouble even 
to turn and look after her in the street 
when she appears there in an abbre- 
viated gown. 


In Paris, however, the conventional 


theory of femininity is still so carefully 
fostered that in spite of the striking 
bicycle costumes favored—much more 
extreme, in cut and color, than those 
worn in America—the proposition to 
substitute black v satin bloomers or 
trousers for the ordinary petticoat as 
an undergarment to wear with walking 
gowns has aroused quite a little ex- 
citement and is condemned in some 
quarters as a tendency toward "mas- 
culinizatlon." If it is feminine to be 
untidy, the petticoat wearers certainly 
have the best of it on muddy and rainy 
days and can amply maintain 
the 


standard of their sex. As a matter of 
fact, the garments which are veiled in 
obscurity are not likely to make any 
difference in woman's social or polit- 
ical position, and their style is scarcely 
worth discussion on such grounds. A 
young woman, accompanied by a young 
girl clothed in accordance with the the- 
ory, has been making the rounds of the 
offices of Parisian journals, endeavor- 
Ipg by the force of a personally con- 
ducted example to win adherents to the 
cause of the black satin apparel above 
mentioned; hence these tears. 


With the favor shown to jeweled and 


metal effects in embroidery, lace and 
woven fabrics, jewelry itself has been 
much worn, and buckles, clasps, chains, 
studs, brooches and combs have all 
found active service in the fashionable 
wardrobe. One article of jewelry has, 
however, been thrown out of employ- 
ment, and that is the bracelet, the long, 
mediaeval sleeve generally worn com- 
pletely precluding a bracelet from com- 
ing into sight.

your glass bottle becomes flrmly fixed 
in the neck, you can loosen it in this 
way: Rub a few drops of salad oil round 
the stopper close to the mouth of the 
bottle, place the bottle near the fire, 
though not too near, about a foot and a 
half away. When the bottle has be- 
come warm strike the stopper gently 
with a piece of wood, then with the 
hand. If the stopper does not at once 
respond to this treatment, repeat the 
operation till successful.

It is made 
thus: Dry a quart of split peas thor- 
oughly before the fire, then tie them up 
loosely in a cloth, put them into warm 
water, boil them a couple of hours or 
more, until quite tender; take thorn 
up, beat them well In a dish with a lit- 
tle salt, the yolk of an egg and a small 
piece of butter. Make it quite smooth, 
tie It up again in a cloth and boll it an 
hour longer. With economical families 
this is an excellent dish for washing 
days, when there must of necessity be 
a good fire going for some hours con- 
tinuously.

CHICKSHS, 


Here are a few different ways of 


ccckhig and preparing- chickens. 


Potted Chicken.—Strip the meat from 


the bones of a cold, roast fowl. To ev- 
ery pound of meat allow a quarter of 
a pound of butter, salt and cayenne 
pepper to taste,a teaspoo-'.il of pound- 
ed mace and half of a sii.all nutmeg. 
Cut the meat into small 'cieces; pound 
it -\\ell with the butter. Sprinkle in the 
spices gi adually and keep pounding 
until reduced to a perfectly smooth 
paste. 
I'a< k it into pmall jars and 


cover with clarified butter, about a 
quarter of an inch in thickness. Two 
or three slices of ham minced and 
pounded with the above will be an im- 
provement. Keep in a dry place. A 
luncheon or breakfast dish. 


OH fowls can be made very tender 


by putting into them, while boiling, a 
piece of soda as large as a bean. 


Scalloped Chicken.—Divide a fowl in- 


ti jo'.nls and boil till the meat leaves 


( t h e bone readily. Take out the bones 


> and chop ihe meat as small as dice. 
jTlikken the wpter in which the fowl 
was boiled with flour and season to 
•as-tc with butler and salt. Fill a deep 
-Msh with alternate layers of bread 
rj iimbs and chicken and slices of cook- 
ed potatoes, having crumbs on top. 
Pour the gravy over the top and add a 
few bits of butter and bake till nicely 
browned. 
There 
should 
be gravy 


enough to moisten the dish. Serve with 
a garnish of parsley. Tiny new pota- 
toes are nice in place of sliced ones 
when in season. 


Baked Chicken.—Prepare young chick- 


en as for fricassee by cutting them into 
pieces. Dip each piece in beaten egg. 
then in grated bread crumbs or rolled 
cracker; season them with pepper and 
salt and a little minced parsley. Place 
them in a baking pan and put on the 
top of each piece a lump of butter, add 
ha'lf of a cupful of hot water and bake 
s'owly, basting often. When sufficient- 
ly cooked, take up on a warm platter. 
Into the pan pour a cup of cream or 
rich milk and a cupful of bread crumbs, 
Stir it well until" cooked and then pour 
it over the chicken. Serve while hot. 


Hroiled Chicken on Toast.—Broil the 


usual way, and when thoroughly dons 
take it up in a square tin or dripping 
pan, butter it well, season with pepper 
and salt ond set it in the oven for a 
few minutes. Lay slices of !noi:--tancd 
buttered toast on a platter, take the 
chicken up over it and add to the srrtivy 
in the pan part of a cupful o;' cream, if 
vou have it; if not, use milk. Thicken 
with a little flour and pour ever the 
chicken.

A CITY ORDINANCE SUGGESTED, 


Committee Has Investigated the Sub- 


ject In Many Other Cities. Grey- 


lock

The regular monthly meeting of the 


Central Labor union Thursday night was 
well attended. .Representatives from all 
the newiy formed unions were present* 
and there was considerable interesting 
discussion on the affairs of labor in this 
city. 


The most important was a report 


from 
the 
committee appointed 
to 


look up the question of the enforcement 
of the nine hour labor law on municipal 
work in other cities. In connection with 
this was a recommendation that an or- 
dinance be drawn up and presented to the 
city council for an eight hour day in North 
Adams. 


The committee has written to most of 


the larger cities in the state and finds 
that in all the nine hour law is enforced, 
in sonje by city ordinance and in some 
under the state law. 
In severaj places 


united efforts of the unions have Brought 
the hours of work in some trades down to 
eight hours. In several cities ordinance8 
are now being considered for making 
eight hours a working day for all em- 
ployed on city work. 


The committee says in its report: "The 


proper observance of this lav? in North 
Adams is a dead letter.." The city em_ 
ploys its men by the hour and the com- 
mitted claims that the law for nine hours 
applies equally to work by the hour or by 
the day. The committee therefore asked 
to have an ordinance drawn up and pre- 
sented making eight hours a day's work 
on all city labor, and including everything 
needed for its enforcement.

For a 
time the warning was sufficient, bat Of 
late it is believed that illegal sales have 
been resumed. A paper Signed by 164 
voters, including all the clergymen of the 
village, has now been presented to the 
-Selectmen, asking 'them to see that the 
law is thoroughly enforced. There is no 
doubt this will be done. The paper is iu 
the nature of a second warning, and it as- 
sures the selectmen that they will have 
the active support of the community.
